"Man, He'll Never Know" 


Bill (he likes that better than Willie) 
Hartack, as told to Charlie Johnson, who 
handles publicity for Pimlico and occasion- 
ally contributes te THE BLoop-Horse: 


I got my first win in a big racing classic 
on May 19, 1956, when I scored an upset 
victory with Fabius over the favored 
Needles in the $100.000 Preakness at 
Pimlico. Naturally. it was an exciting day 
followed by dozens of interviews, newsreel 
cameras, and all that. but, for a jockey. 
there’s nothing that compares to your first 
winner, no matter how successful you get 
later. It’s a feeling in your heart, and 1 
wouldn’t trade it for a million dollars. 

It was October, 1952, at Waterford Park, 
a little track in West Virginia, and 
Norman Corbin, the trainer who made me, 
asked me if I wanted to ride my first race. 
I was scared to death because I didn’t 
really think I was ready to ride. I refused. 
but Corbin kept insisting every day. 
Finally, he got me to agree to sign a 
jockey contract, and I took it home to get 
my father’s signature. That night when I 
drove back from Pennsylvania I was read- 
ing the sports page and found my name 
listed on a horse in the entries. I didn’t 
even own a saddle or racing boots. 

I rode though. It was October 11. and 
I was so scared I forgot to pull down my 
goggles. As soon as the dirt started fly- 
ing in my eyes I was lost and finished way 
back. Two days later. Corbin put me up 
on another horse. I forgot to pull down 
my goggles again and finished up the 
track again. 

The next day, it was Tuesday, October 
14, Corbin put me up on a plater named 
Nickleby and told me I could win with 
him. Nickleby was in one of the last 
races, and [ sat around the jock’s room 
all afternoon, nervous as heck. I started 
thinking. If I didn’t know what I was 
doing, why not go with somebody who 
did? Sammy Palumbo was the oldest and 
wisest rider at Waterford and his post 
position was next to mine. I made up my 
mind I would just lay alongside Sammy, 
and when and where he went I would go, 
too. 

The race started and I got off good. I 
eased my horse down beside Sammy’s and 
thought I was doing real good. Then we 
hit the turn, the dirt started flying. and I 
realized I had forgotten my goggles again. 
Well, there was only one thing to do. I 
sacrified my hold on Nickleby and reached 
up and pulled the goggles down. 

When I could see again, we were out 
of the turn and headed down the back- 
stretch—and I was in front. Man. I was 
terrified. I just posed on that dude. Sat 
chilly. I could hear the other jocks behind 


me strapping and hollering. but I wasn’t 
about to disturb old Nickleby. I just 
posed there. and we lasted to win. 

When I got back to the winner’s circle, 
Corhin was there. all smiles. He says: 


“Now that ain't so bad is it?” Man, he'll ° 


never know!

Mr. Wilson’s office notified the com- 
manding officers of Fort Knox and other 
military posts in the Louisville area not to 
permit bands or honor guards to take 
part in the ceremonies that have become a 
tradition before the start of America’s 
greatest thoroughbred race. 

This ruling is probably an off-shoot of 
the recent distortion, in Washington, of a 
proposed flight of 100 Congressmen to 
Fort Knox for a demonstration of new 
tanks and armored tactics in general. By 
pure coincidence. the demonstration was. 
scheduled for Friday, May 3... . 

It seems a pity that racing, which has 
so much richer tradition than baseball and 
football, finds itself the stepchild of 
Federal officialdom. George Washington 
liked a fast horse and Andrew Jackson 
kept his racers stabled at the White House. 

Queen Elizabeth II doesn’t seem to lose 
face when she appears at Ascot to see her 
horse run. We've never seen more warmth 
shown a monarch or head of state than on 
the beautiful day in June, 1953, when she 
walked down the grassy stretch at Epsom, 
in front of 500.000, to witness the saddling 
of her colt for her Coronation Derby. 

The Defense Department communique 
did not say whether watching the race on 
television. or reading about it in the 
papers, would corrupt our military men. 
To be on the safe side, however, maybe 
they'd better stay in the sack with the 
covers pulled up over their heads, all next 
Saturday.

An illness knocked him out of the classics 
at three, but at four and five he was a top 
handicap and cup horse, winning such 
races as Hardwicke Stakes, Kempton Park 
Great Jubilee H., Champion S., Ayrshire 
H., etc. He is a son of the Derby winner 
and sire of Derby winner, Blue Peter, and 
is out of remarkable Solar Flower, dam of 
five stakes winners and granddam of Eng- 
lish Derby winner.

The Blood Horse 
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The Bad-Dream Derby 


The 83rd Kentucky Derby will be re- 
membered as the one in which Willie 
Shoemaker mistook the sixteenth-pole for 
the finish marker. possibly losing the race 
for his horse and definitely spoiling the 
conclusiveness of the outcome. 


It will be 1emembered for the fact that 
Calumet Farm, well into its most successful 
season in 25 amazingly successful years 
with Thoroughbred horses. won with Iron 
Liege. which only the day before it had 
expected to use chiefly as a shock troop 
for the benefit of a more highly regarded 
stablemate. 

Ralph G. Lowe will remember it as a 
bad-dream-come-true. 

For all practical purposes. the Derby 
drama was in the last sixteenth of a mile. 
Everything before it—Calumet’s loss of 
Gen. Duke. Lowe’s dream that Shoemaker 
would pull up before the finish. Beld 
Ruler’s refusal to run for Eddie Arearo— 
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was largely a prelude to 6 suspenseful 
seconds. 


Until Wednesday before the race there 
were. in the minds of most speculators, 
only 3 horses in it—Wheatley Stable’s 
Bold Ruler, Lowe’s *Gallant Man. and 
Calumet’s Gen. Duke. Among the others. 
only Federal Hill and Round Table were 
taken seriously by those who like to guess. 
Federal Hill had defeated both Gen. 
Duke and Iron Liege in the one-mile 
Derby Trial Stakes. but his stamina was 
suspect. Round Table was a different 
matter; he had won the Bay Meadows 
Derby and had set a track record in the 
Blue Grass Stakes at Keeneland, his last 
previous outing. Furthermore, he was by 
*Princequillo out of a classic female 
family. Trainers of most of the other 
horses wished for mud—or lightning. 


On Wednesday morning. May 1. Calu- 
met trainer “Jimmy” Jones reported that 


Gen. Duke had a sore left fore foot and 
said that it had troubled him since the 
Florida Derby. It might be a simple 
bruise, but the result of the Trial suggested 
that it might be a broken bone. Dr. Alex 
Harthill was called in, and X-rays revealed 
the lesser evil. The colt was fitted with 
a bar shoe and felt pad, and Ben and 
Jimmy Jones gave him a 50-50 chance to 
run. When he heard these odds J. L. 
Appelbaum telephoned that he was flying 
Mister Jive. the Gotham Stakes winner, to 
Churchill Downs. Even without Gen. Duke 
the Derby would shape us as a corking 
good horse race. 

Derby day was cold. in the mid-30's 
early in the morning when Jimmy Jones 
put Gen. Duke on the track for a quarter- 
mile breeze. The colt did his work in 24 
seconds. but cooling out in the barn he 
“acted a little dainty.” and there was 
some fever in the foot. Jones took him 
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out of the race, leaving Iron Liege to do 
what he could. 


The huge stands filled more slowly than 
usual, and emptied more quickly. The 
cold weather had reduced the Derby crowd 
by 13 per cent, from 67.080 in 1956 to 58,- 
465 in 1957, and the total handle by 12.8 
per cent. from $4,360,232 to $3,800,250. 
Temperatures hovered in the low-40’s. 


15 Days for Losing 


With the better half of the Calumet 
entry out of the race, Iron Liege opened 
at 10 to 1. Bold Ruler was about 7 to 5. 
and *Gallant Man was second choice 
about 7 to 2. The odds didn’t fluctuate 
much; Iron Liege closed at 8.4 to 1. Bold 
Ruler at 6 to 5, and *Gallant Man at 3.6 to 


Starter Jim Thomson, substituting for 


the ill Ruby White. got the field off at 
4:32. Federal Hill, Mister Jive, and Bold 
Ruler went to the lead in that order. with 
Iron Liege close behind. At the first 
turn Bold Ruler drifted out a bit, not 
enough to lose his advantageous position 
at Federal Hill’s flank, but enough to 
warn Arcaro that he wanted no restraint. 
Coming out of the turn, Clifford Lussky’s 
sprinter still led, by about a length and a 
half. and Iren Liege then was in third 
place. about a half-length behind Bold 
Ruler. *Gallant Man was about 8 lengths 
out of it, with Willie Shoemaker keeping a 
tight hold. 

The favorites made their play at the far 
turn. Arcaro went to work on Bold Ruler, 
and Hartack began shaking up Iron Liege. 
*Gallant Man began to pass horses on the 
outside. Near the three-eighths-pole 
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Federal Hill drifted in a little, and Har- 
tack, who had kept to the rail, reined out 
to go around him. (Calumet interpreted 
this maneuver as sacrificing a length or 
more for position, but whether the colt 
actually lost ground debatable.) 
Arcaro tried to keep up. but Bold Ruler 
pinned his ears and vetoed the decision. 
*Gallant Man was bearing down on the 
outside. 


At the eighth-pole Iron Liege was 114 
lengths in front. Federal Hill still was a 
head in front of *Gallant Man, and Round 
Table. which had run an even race all 
the way. was in fourth place, holding a 
head margin over Bold Ruler. Federal 
Hill now was stopping fast. and the issue 
was between Iron Liege and *Gallant Man. 


At the sixteenth-pole the leaders were 
nearly head-and-head. and suddenly—so

suddenly that most observers missed it— 
Shoemaker stood up in the saddle. Just 
as quickly he dropped again, and the 2 
horses ran together to the finish, where 
the camera said it was Iron Liege. 


The time was 2:0215. four-fifths of a 
second slower than Whirlaway’s record, 
set in the 1941 Derby. The fractions were 
2335, :47, 1:11%, 1:3645, and 2:0215. 
The quarters were done in :23%5, :2324, 
124%, :2524. and :2525. 

Immediately after the race stewards 
summoned Shoemaker to explain his 
behavior at the sixteenth-pole, and he told 
them that he had misjudged the finish. 
On Monday the officials put the jockey on 
the ground for 15 days. 

“It undoubtedly cost him the race.” said 
presiding steward Lincoln Plaut. 


Shoemaker wasn’t so_ positive. 


“My 
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mistake in misjudging the finish line may 


or may not have cost *Gallant Man the 
race. I did not pull up the horse. No 
soner had [ stood up in the irons than 
I realized the race wasn’t over. and I was 
down again. urging the horse. I don’t 
want to alibi, but I rather doubt we'd have 
won it. It was close, but my horse didn’t 
break stride when I stood up.” In later 
press and radio interviews. however. the 
jockey said his mistake accounted for 
*Gallant Man’s defeat. 

In any event, there was more to Shoe- 
maker’s defection than the bare fact of 
the case — at least. more was made of it. 
Owner Ralph Lowe a few nights before 
the Derby had dreamed that his jockey 
would lose the race by misjudging the 
finish and taking his horse up too soon. 
Lowe told trainer Johnny Nerud what he 
had dreamed. Nerud told Shoemaker. and 


the story made the rounds of the back- 
stretch. 


The Louisville Courier-Journal on Sun- 
day after the race asked Dr. J. B. Rhine, 
director of the Parapsychology Laboratory 
of Duke University, whether the dream 
could have had a bearing on Shoemaker’s 
error. Dr. Rhine was careful. “The dream, 
in this case known to the jockey, certainly 
may have influenced him. People some- 
times do just what they are afraid they 
are going to do... .” 


Downs president Bill Corum, on Tues- 
day after the race. told an audiences at 
Nashville. Tenn., that a red disc would be 
hung over the track at the finish line be- 
fore the 1958 Derby. 

“We do have a special problem.” Corum 
said, “in that several thousand racing fans 
are crowded into the infield. Although the 
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Calumet’s Derbys 


The 83rd Kentucky Derby was the 12th renewal which Calumet Farm had 
tried to win. The farm had been successful in 5 of 11 previous attempts, a percent- 
age which already placed them far above all other stables which had tried for 5 
or more Derbys. The only owner close to Calumet was E. R. Bradley, who won 4 
times in 18 attempts. 

First Calumet starter in the Derby was the filly Nellie Flag. which was a 
slight favorite over Omaha in 1935. She finished fourth, beaten 7 lengths. after 
having met interference at the start and again on the first turn. 

Three years later Calumet had 
Bull Lea. whose class as a race horse 
has been obscured by his extra- 
ordinary success in the stud. Second 
choice to Fighting Fox, Bull Lea 
turned in one of the poorest races of 
his career. Far back all the way, 
he finished eighth, beaten 1714 
lengths by lLawrin, trainer Ben 
Jones’ first Derby winner. 

In 1941 Whirlaway set a Derby 
record which still stands, running 
the 1144 miles in 2:01%. Staretor, 
which finished second, was 8 lengths 
back. 

The next Calumet starter in the 
Derby was Pensive, which took the 
1944 renewal. A weak second 
choice (7.10-1) to Stir Up (1.40-1), 
the son of Hyperion came out of the 
pack in the last half-mile to win by 
4% lengths, going away. 

Calumet was expected to score 
another victory in 1945, when Pot 
o° Luck was post-time favorite over 
15. others. come-from-behind 
horse such as Whirlaway and Pensive, Pot o’ Luck gained steadily in the last 
3 furlongs to finish second, but the front-running Hoop, Jr. beat him by 6 lengths. 

In 1947 Calumet tried with Faultless, First Calumet-bred son of Bull Lea to 
run in a Kentucky Derby. Faultless closed strongly, but was third to Jet Pilot 
and Phalanx, beaten 2 heads. 

The following year Calumet had its easiest Derby. Citation and Coaltown, 
the stable’s first 2-horse Derby entry, finished 1-2, Citation beating Coaltown by 
315 lengths. with Coaltown 3 lengths in front of My Request. 

Calumet’s only Derby starter to go off at more than 10 to 1 was Ponder, 
seventh choice in 1949 at 16-1. He made up about 121% lengths in the last 
quarter to beat Capot by 3 lengths, as Olympia. the 4-5 favorite, faded to sixth. 

In 1951 Calumet started Fanfare, which had gained a surprise victory over 
Battle Morn in the Derby Trial. Third choice in the 20-horse field, Fanfare moved 
up menacingly early in the stretch, was crowded, then failed to respond, finishing 
fifth. 7 lengths behind Count Turf. Of all of the Calumet Derby horses, Fanfare 
was the only one which failed to rank among the best horses of his generation. 

Hill Gail provided the farm with its fifth Derby trophy in 1952. Taking the 
lead from Hannibal after 5 furlongs, he opened a 5-length margin at the top of the 
stretch. then held off Sub Fleet to win by 2 lengths. 

In 1956 Fabius and Pintor Lea were second choice to Needles. Fabius took 
the lead at the top of the stretch and gave way in the last furlong to Needles, which 
won by three-quarters of a length. Pintor Lea moved strongly on the final turn, 
flattened out in the stretch, and pulled up lame. He was fifth, beaten 314 lengths. 

Iron Liege, at 8.40 to 1, was the second longest-priced Calumet Derby starter. 
His victory may have been the most surprising of all—especially to his owner and 
trainer. 

In summary, Calumet has started 14 horses in 12 renewals of the Kentucky 
Derby. has won the race 6 times, finished second twice, third once, fourth once. 
Only 4 of its runners have failed to gain a share of the purse. 
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finish line is plainly marked, I think the 
obvious thing for us to do would be to 
place a red disc out over the track, just 
as they do in England and France. . .” 

Incidentally. there was no point in com. 
paring Shoemaker’s mistake in the Derby 
to his defeat on Swaps in last year’s Cali- 
fornian Stakes. The 2 cases weren't simi- 
lar at all: in the Californian he misjudged 
Porterhouse, not the finish. 


Past Performances 


Iron Liege hadn’t set the sport on fire 
before the Derby. but since last summer 
Calumet had considered him among the 
best of his crop. A strongly made colt of 
just over 16 hands, he bore a_ striking 
resemblance to his famous sire, Bull Lea. 
In 8 races during his 2-year-old season he 
won twice, placed twice, and earned $10.- 
705. 

He won his first 3 races this year at 
Hialeah Park, in the last beating Gen, 
Duke 214 lengths over 1;4; miles, then 
was caught in the middle of the intense 
rivalry between his stablemate and Bold 
Ruler. He was third to Gen. Duke and 
Bold Ruler in the Everglades Stakes, third 
to Bold Ruler and Gen. Duke in the Fla- 
mingo Stakes. second to Gen. Duke in the 
Fountain of Youth Stakes (in which Bold 
Ruler did not run), and third to Gen. 
Duke and Bold Ruler in the Florida Derby. 
His worst defeat was in the Everglades, 
which he lost by 6 lengths. 

In his first race in Kentucky, a betless 
exhibition at Keeneland on April 19, he 
won by a length from One-Eyed King. 
with his stablemate another 2 lengths 
back. In the Derby Trial, his last previous 
race, he didn’t seem to have his heart in 
it, losing ground through the stretch to 
finish fifth, 714 lengths behind Federal 
Hill. 


The Winner’s Breeding 


Insofar as his ancestry was concerned, 
the winner had exceptional credentials for 
a classic victory, but he was not unique 
in this respect. The first 4 colts across 
the finish line were all by high-class sires. 
3 of them already eminent because of their 
progeny. and all were the sons of dams 
whose racing class ranked them in the top 
one per cent of race mares. 

Bull Lea, the outstanding American 
sire of the century, already had 2 Ken- 
tucky Derby winners to his credit, Citation 
in 1948 and Hill Gail in 1952. Through 
the victory of Iron Liege he tied the record 
shared by Virgil (Vagrant, Hindoo, Ben 
Ali), Falsetto (Chant, His Eminence, Sit 
Huon), and *Sir Gallahad III (Gallant 
Fox, Gallahadion, Hoop, Jr.). 

A more remarkable circumstance was 
the fact that Iron Liege was the third Ken- 
tucky Derby winner descended from his 
third dam. Uncle’s Lassie, herself winner 
of 2 claiming stakes as a 2-year-old in 
1918 under the direction of Henry MecDan- 
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Photographer J. C. Meadors caught 
Calumet Farm’s Iron Liege in a slow 
gallop on Tuesday before the Derby. 


iel, produced the 1929 Derby winner Clyde 
Van Dusen, in addition to the stakes win- 
ners Sixteen Sixty, Seventeen Sixty, Betty 
Derr, and Ted Clark and 5 other winners. 
(The 5 stakes winners, incidentally, were 
by 5 different sires.) 

Betty Derr, foaled in 1928, was bred by 
H. P. Gardner at Clyde Van Dusen’s Few 
Acres Farm (now Alsab Farm) at Lexing- 
ton, and passed into the ownership of L. 
B. Mayer when Van Dusen became May- 
ers trainer. Her 1941 foal, bred by 
Mayer, was the War Admiral filly Iron 
Maiden, born at Glade Valley Farm in 
Maryland. 


Iron Maiden raced under the Mayer 
colors until October of her 3-year-old year. 
when she was sold to a partnership in- 
cluding E. B. Johnston and W. W. Naylor. 
She was taken out of training in 1945-46 
leng enough to be bred to *Beau Pere 
and to wean the foal, Iron Reward, which 
was to become the dam of Swaps, the

Iron 
Reward was bred by “Tiny” Naylor who 
sold her to Rex Ellsworth, but when Iron 
Maiden returned to the races and won 
the Del Mar Handicap of 1947 she car- 
ried the colors of Johnston, “the pie man.” 
It was Naylor who later sold her to Calu- 
met Farm. Iron Maiden became the 


granddam of a Kentucky Derby winner 
in 1955, and the dam of a Kentucky Derby % 
winner in 1957. 

The accompanying pedigree indicates 
the individual excellence of Iron Liege’s 
ancestors. Except for the mares which 
raced only a few times or not at all, every 
name in the first 4 generations is that of 
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a high-class runner, and each of the first 
4 dams was a stakes winner. There. is 
mild inbreeding to *Teddy and Plucky 
Liege through the brothers *Bull Dog 
and *Sir Gallahad III. 

The bottom-line extension is as strong 
as the remainder of the pedigree. Planu- 
tess, winner of the Kindergarten and De- 
troit Stakes and 11 other races. produced. 
among other good ones. Queen of the 
Water. dam of the stakes winners Heeltaps 
(dam of Flying Heels) and Salacia (dam 
of the top sprinter Sation). 

Planutess. by *Planudes—C ountess 
Wanda. by *Loyalist, was a half-sister to 
the top-flight race mare Fairy Wand. 
which became the dam of Genie and Epi- 
thet. Countess Wanda was a daughter to 
the outstanding race mare Wanda and a 
half-sister to Urania (by Hanover). whose 
stakes-winning daughter Armenia became 
the dam of *Durbar II, the French-bred 
winner of the English Derby of 1914. The 
family can be traced a few generations 
further in the American stud book, but 
the connection with the British registry 
cannot be made. It was partly because of 
Armenia that the French and British stud 
books were closed against the “American” 
Thoroughbred in 1913, and chiefly because 
of the numerous exploits of her descend- 
ants that the “Jersey Act” and its French 
counterpart were rescinded 35 years later.

Latonia Alive 


Matt Winn Williamson. president of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club. Inc., the organiza- 
tion which last year planned to build a 
new Latonia in northern Kentucky. this 
week denied reports that his group had 
given up. 

“We will be completely ready in 1958,” 
Williamson said. 

Construction of the grandstand was 
scheduled to begin this spring. but the 
only work done to date has been grading 
of the track site. “The unusually wet 
winter delayed us more than we expected,” 
Williamson said, “and when we saw our 
final stages of construction were likely 
to dead-heat with our opening date, the 
directors and Horace Wade thought it best 
to wait.” 

Under the new schedule, work on the 
7,300-seat_ grandstand-club house will 
begin on June 1, and barn construction 
will start on August 1. 

Williamson said Latonia would be built 
regardless of any action taken by Ohio 
race tracks regarding additional days for 
the Cincinnati area. “We're sorry to 
have stirred up so much controversy about 
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racing in the Cincinnati area.” he com- 
mented. “but we believe if we offer the 
people first-class racing theyll come to 
Latonia regardless of any rearrangement 
in the date situation. We aren’t. and never 
have been, worried about any shift or ad- 
dition in Ohio’s racing dates.” 

Total cost of Latonia will be about $5 
million. and Williamson said, “We are in 
the final stages of completing financing.” 
The track’s stockholders, in addition to 
Williamson and Wade, who will be gen- 
eral manager, are James Paddock, Harry 
Trotsek, Freeman Keyes, H. H. Mundy. 
George Friedland, T. A. Grissom, Richard 
C. Crisler, Dwight J. Thomson, Frank 
Bishop, Cecil Chesher, and Arthur Lutz. 


Access and parking problems will not 
be as serious at Latonia as at other race 
tracks in the Cincinnati area, according 
to Williamson. He said Richard Crisler. 
ene of the directors, had told him that 
plans for highway improvements in Ohio 
and Kentucky would give customers “an 
effortless passage to Latonia.” Crisler 
said that a limited-access freeway has 
been planned to skirt the Greater Cincin- 
nati Airport. only 114 miles from Latonia.

At the 1955 Keeneland fall sales M. R. Soto, 
Chicago diamond cutter, paid $700 for an Eternal 
Reward filly consigned by F. E. Morancy and Jess 
Curry. The price was $1,017 under the sales 
avearge for fillies and $369 under the average 
for Eternal Reward yearlings. It was about in 
line, however, with Soto’s bankroll. 

“[ never boaght a horse for more than $3,000 
in my life.” Soto said. “When I got out of the 
Navy in 1945, I bought my first horse, and I raced 
mostly around Chicago. See, after my work is 
through at the track, I go back to my _ jewelry 
shop and work the rest of the day.” 

After the sale Soto asked Alex Berke, also in the 
jewelry busmess in Chicago, if he would like to 
own half of the Eternal Reward filly. Berke said 
yes, and the filly was named Lori-El, a comb‘nation 
derived from the names of their wives. 

Lori-El won 5 of her first 7 starts at 2. In her 
eighth race, the Miss Chicago Stakes at Balmoral- 
at-Washington Park on June 6, she finished un- 
placed with cuts on her hind legs. Rested for 8 
months, she returned to action at Hialeah Park on 
February 7, and won by 3% lengths. Shipped to 
Oaklawn Park, she beat Kentucky Roman twice 
in overnight races, then finished third to him in 
the Arkansas Derby after leading for a mile. 

At Keeneland Lori-El was close throughout in 
the Ashland Stakes, but finished second to Jota 
Jota. She failed to rally in the 6-furlong Oaks 
Prep at Churchill Downs on April 27, and fin'shed 
fourth to Pillow Talk. For the Kentucky Oaks the 
Soto-Berke filly was third choice at 54-10. 

Niie Lily (whose trainer had decided after this 
race he would fire her troublesome ankles) showed 
her usual early speed, opening a 3-length lead in 
the first quarter, with Lori-El] second and Pillow 
Talk third.

Handicap were from Argentina, and *Holandes II, 
best runner from the first shipment, was favored 
it 3 to 4. *Pibe Carlitos, which had been sold 
o Mr. and Mrs. Ray Camp, of Culver City, Calif., 
for $25,000 after winning his first start in the U. 
S. on March 15, was 34 to 1. 

*Pibe Carlitos, slow to find his

worked his way up gradually and at the eighth-pole 
was fourth behind Eddie Schmidt, Forthebest, and 
*Rumbo. He got up near the end to win by a head 
from Eddie Sehmidt, with Count Chic, *Rumbo, 
and *Holandes If noses apart a half-length farther 
back. The winner ran the 1% miles in 1:48, one- 
fifth slower than the track record set by Mister 
Gus on October 29, 1955, and paid $70.

*Pibe Carlitos was foaled October 31, 1953, at the 
Haras San Jorge of Eduardo Ocantos Acosta. He 
raced 8 times in Argentina, winning 2 minor races, 
and made his last start there on January 13, 1957. 
On January 21. along with 11 others, he was flown 
to San Francisco, arriving there on January 24. 
He won his first start in the U. S. on March 15. 
In 4 other allowance races prior to the Kyne Handi- 
cap he was once second and once third. *Pibe 
Carlitos was one of 3 in the shipment that was not 
nominated to the Kyne Handicap, and Camp 
paid $5,000 to make the colt a supplementary 
entry. 


*Pibe Carlitos is from the second Argentinian 
crop sired by the English-bred Blue Water, which 
was 13th in the 1945 Free Handicap headed by 
Dante, Court Martial, and *Midas. Blue Water 
had five small crops of foals in England and sired 
nothing of importance. He was sent to Argentina 
in May, 1951. 


Cimarrona, the granddam of *Pibe Carlitos, is a 
daughter of Ocurrencia, the leading 3-year-old in 
Argentina in 1915. when she won 10 of her 13 
starts, including the Polla de Potraneas, G. P. 
Jockey Club, Seleccion (Oaks), and the Car'os 
Pellegrini (dead heat with Dijital). She was the 
dam of 13 foals, none of which was distinguished on 
the track, but her daughters and granddaughters 
produced numerous good winners.

MONSIEUR TONSON 


This is a sad story. It is a story about the best race horse 
of his time, a horse which became America’s leading sire with 
his third crop to race, but a horse which was crucified and 
dropped into obscurity because of a question about his fourth 
dam... and all of this a half a century before the found- 
ing of the American Stud Book! 


Monsieur Tonson was foaled in 1822 in 


to North Carolina. Following a month’s rest he was put 
into training and won his first start in September at 2-mile 
heats. From then on he was the racing sensation of the East. 
Monsieur Tonson won five straight races at distances up to 
4-mile heats. No horse was able to take even a heat away 
from him. As a 5-year-old Monsieur Tonson didn’t start 

until September due to a leg injury. In

Feed, Feet, 
Physique 


The horses of trainer Mack Miller began 
to arrive at Keeneland early in January. 
The 2-year-olds had been broken the 
previous fall and most of the older horses 
had rested on the farm, and now both 
would begin the slow and easy prepara- 
tion for a late spring-to-fall campaign. 

The routine for all horses began with a 
slow jog of about 1144 miles each day. 
When weather permitted, the jogging was 
done over Keeneland’s 5-furlong training 
track; otherwise, it was under the barn’s 
shed, over a 4-inch cushion of sand and 
sawdust. 

Miller does not use straw for his shed- 
row galloping ring. “Last year John 
Ward put me on to the sand and sawdust,” 
he said. “and it’s a great improvement. 
It doesn’t slide out from under horses like 
straw, and it is a much better conditioner 
for leg muscles than either straw or the 
plain clay floor. The ony disadvantage 
is that it costs about $110 to get enough 
of it to make a ring around the barn.” 

The indoor ring was used many times in 
January, February, and early March. Ken- 
tucky had a rainy winter, and many days 
it was impossible to use the track. 

“The first 2 months you just try to put 
a good foundation under a horse,” Miller 
said. “It’s mighty easy to ruin a_ horse 
if you try to do anything serious with him 
before he is hard and fit.” 


The Day’s Routine 


In winter quarters the training routine 
starts shortly after 6 a. m. Miller, who 
lives at Versailles, about 8 miles west of 
Keeneland, arises at 5 a. m.. usually with 
7 hours of sleep. 

“The alarm is set for 5 minutes to 5,” 
he said, “and that gives me 5 minutes to 
convince myself it really is time to get up. 
I’m not a true racetracker. because I al- 
ways eat breakfast before I leave home. 
Most fellows have a cup of coffee before 
coming to the track, then eat a big meal 
about 11 o'clock, after training is finished. 
I'd starve. I always have fruit juice. 2 
eggs, bacon, toast, and coffee before I 
leave the house.” 


Mack arrives at the track about 6 
o'clock. Foreman Al Morgan already has 
checked all feed tubs to see how the 
horses have cleaned up breakfast, which 
was fed by the night watchman about 
3:30 a. m. 

“The feed tub is a wonderful guide to a 
horse’s health,’ Mack said. “Any horse

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that doesn't clean up. we take his tempera- 
ture.” 

Before each set goes to the track Miller 
examines the ankles of each horse for 
signs of fever. He goes out with the horses, 
giving each boy instructions about the 
distance and speed of the day’s gallop 
after reaching the track. 

After galloping, each horse is returned 
to his stall for a dry-sponge washdown. 
This is the procedure through January. 
February. and about half of March; as 
soon as the weather warms up, the horses 
are washed outside the barn. 

Cooling out requires at least 30 minutes 
in the early months when the horses are 
galloping. and the time increases as they 
are asked to show more speed. Either 
Miller or Morgan checks each horse before 
he is put back in his stall to make certain 
that he has cooled out properly. “Hot- 
walkers would put them in after 15 minutes 
if you left it up to them,” Miller said. 

The last set usually is cooled out about 
10:30 or 10:45, and the mid-day feeding 
is at 1] a. m. 


Year-Around Mashes 


“Feed is just about the most important 
thing in a stable,” Miller said. “I like 
horses high in flesh, and all of my horses 
get 9 quarts of oats a day if they will eat 
it. Of course. with some fillies you have 
to settle for less.” The early morning feed- 


ing is the smallest. 2 quarts; 3 quarts are 
fed at 1] a. m., and 4 at 4:30 p. m. 

While the horses are in winter quarters 
they get a cooked mash—oats, cracked 
corn, flaxseed meal, salt. and bran—in the 
afternoon every third day. All ingredients 
are cooked for 2 hours except the bran. 
which is added a few minutes before feed- 
ing. The cooked mash is discontinued in 
March, and thereafter the horses get a hot- 
water mash. 

“T know that a lot of people don’t like a 
cooked mash.” Mack said, “but it has al- 
ways done a good job for me. It keeps a 
horse’s bowels in good shape, and it makes 
them shed their winter coats quicker. 
Leallah is the only horse I’ve ever had that 
didn’t like it. She likes a hot-water mash, 
but not a cooked one.” 

In January and February the horses get 
straight clover hay. As the racing season 
approaches and the workouts get more 
strenuous, Miller substitutes a mixture of 
60 per cent clover and 40 per cent timothy. 
A handful of alfalfa is fed each day. the 
quantity determined by the horse’s re- 
action. 

“Alfalfa is a good hay, and horses like 
it, but it’s very hard on some _ horses’ 
kidneys. Others it doesn’t seem to bother.” 

Miller also feeds cracked corn daily in 
winter quarters. “Alfalfa, corn, and bran 
add variety to a horse’s diet,” he said. 
“and. just like people, they eat better 


when they have some variety.” At the 
race tracks the horses also get carrots. 


Pick, Paint, and Pack 


As each horse joins the stable he is 
fitted for a new pair of shoes. The first 
shoe—heavy, with a blunt toe—is_ used 
until March, when the horses are shod with 
regular racing shoes. In winter quarters 
they are shod once each month; at the 
races, every third week. 


“I don’t think many horses start out 
with bad feet.” Miller said. “Most of 
the defects are caused by lack of treatment 
or poor treatment somewhere along the 
way. You can expect some bruises and 
cuts. but if you take care of feet they 
will not be a big problem.” 

Feet are picked each day, then painted 
with a dressing of pine tar and fish oil 
for toughening. After a workout or a 
race the feet are packed with blue clay, 
which provides moisture for the frog and is 
higher in water content that ordinary clay. 
The packing is left on until the next morn- 
ing. 

All horses are treated for strongyles 
with liquid phenothiazine in January, 
again in April, and late in the fall. Miller 
does not like to worm in mid-summer 
unless it is absolutely necessary, because 
it is harder on the horse in warm weather. 
“Of course, if any horse really needs it, 
we do it.”

The Raiders Make Ready 


Paris. Razza Dormello-Olgiata’s Tissot 

(Tenerani—Tiepoletta, by Niccolo dell’- 
‘ Arca) has twice confirmed his claim to 
leadership among the 4-year-olds in Italy. 

* He won his first start of the season, with 
Magabit and Hidalgo at intervals of 5 
lengths behind him, and in the 114-mile 
Premio d’Aprile at Milan April 14 he 
defeated the same adversaries by about 
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the same margins. The owners’ main 
problem now is in making the choice 
between the Ascot Gold Cup and the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 

The Belgian 4-year-old Todrai (Le 
Destroyer—Toute Bonne, by Le Chatelet). 
had lost his form after his strenuous effort 
at Ascot last summer, when, after a long 
runaway, he finished third in Ribot’s King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 
He won his second start this year, the 
15x-mile Prix Ravenstein at Boitsfort, and 
a few days Jater led from start to finish 
in the 144-mile Grand Handicap de 
Printemps. If he holds to his form, Mme. 
du Bois de Roest’s champion is expected 
to try again for the big race at Ascot. 

French stayers were tested in the 1%- 
mile Prix Jean Prat for 4-year-olds and 
upwards, at Longchamp April 28. With 
an outsider making a slow pace, the race 
was as much a 6-furlong sprint as a test 
of stamina, and the whole field was still 
in a group in the final straight. Raoul 
Meyer’s 4-year-old Oroso (Tifinar—Eos, 
by Solferino) burst out of the pack and 
looked an easy winner until near the post, 
where he was forced all out to hold a small 
advantage over the 6-year-old Borghetto 
(Bozzetto—L’Alma, by Barneveldt). The 
1956 Grand Prix de Paris winner Vattel, 
vainly attempting to find room between 
the leaders, was third, a length and a half 
back. The St. Leger winner Cambremer 
ran disappointingly. 

In England the 1956 Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Gilles de Retz (*Royal 
Charger—-Ma Soeur Anne, by Majano) 
gained an impressive success in the 114- 
mile Coronation Stakes at Sandown Park 
April 27, winning by 3 lengths from the 
Irish Derby winner and Arc de Triomphe 
second Talgo (Krakatao—Miss France, by 
Jock), which ranked at the top of the 
English Free Handicap of last year’s 3- 
year-olds, 


The 3-Year-Olds 


The leading 2-year-cld filly of last year 
in Italy, Razza Dormello-Olgiata’s Angela 
Rucellai, has resumed an unquestioned 
leadership of her division. Her 4-length 
Victory in the Premio Elena (One Thou- 
sand Guineas equivalent) was followed 
by a triumph in the Oaks d'Italia. Angela 
Rucellai is by the English horse Rocke- 
fella (Hyperion—Rockfel) out of Arista- 
reta, by Niccolo dell’Arca out of Acqua- 
forte, by *Blenheim II. 

Italian colts moved out to a distance of 
14 miles in the Premio Emanuele Fili- 
berto at Milan April 14. In front all the 
way was the Triennale winner Chitet 
(Aristeo—Chiloe, by Orsenigo), which 
finished 21% lengths ahead of the Premio 
Parioli winner Gioviano (Marcello— 
Gioliba, by Moroni). Third, half a length 
back, was Antony (Caldarium—Reginette, 
by Mirko), which had yielded in the 
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straight after an unsuccessful attack on 
the winner. 


Two other Italian colts ran well in 
minor races. Braque (Antonio Canale— 
Buonamica, by Niccolo dell’Arca) won by 
8 lengths at 114 miles, and Alimpio 
(Fante—Altezzosa. by Hasan) won at 114 
miles in his first start of the season. 


Belgium’s best 2-year-old colt of 1956, 
R. Visarte de Bocarme’s Foot (Aldis Lamp 
—Heel and Toe, by Owen Tudor) won the 
Poule d’Essai des Poulains at Groenen- 
dael April 21. The corresponding race 
for fillies, on the same day, saw the defeat 
of last year’s leader in that division, Gold- 
mine, a daughter of Val Drake. Goldmine 
finished second, beaten three-quarters of a 
length by Mme. R. du Bois de Roest’s 
Skibelle (Beausart—Skibbereen, by 
*Rosolio), which had won once and placed 
twice in 6 starts at 2. 


English and French Trials 


In England the Queen’s Carrozza (Dante 
—Calash, by Hyperion) came out for the 
first time this year in the 1;'j-mile Princess 
Elizabeth Stakes at Epsom on April 25. 
against 17 other fillies. Seven of these 
were still ahead of her as they entered the 
straight, but Lester Piggott brought her 
forward smoothly and she won by a 
comfortable half-length from the Aga 
Khan’s Rose Royale II (Prince Bio—Rose 
of Yeroda, by Nearco). First money was 
£6,641. 


The 1,';-mile Blue Riband Trial Stakes 
at Epsom April 23 was to have been 
Crepello’s first race of the year, but Sir 
Victor Sassoon’s colt was withdrawn be- 
cause of the hard going and had no race 
prior to his Two Thousand Guineas victory. 
The Trial went to a lighter-weighted colt, 
Tempest (Court Martial—Squall, by 
Umidwar), which had been second in the 
Duke of Edinburgh Stakes at 2, his only 
previous race. Tempest did not run at the 
Guineas. 


In France the names of Piriere and 
Amabelle gained prominence among candi- 
dates for the filly classics. The 1,5;-mile 
Prix Penelope at St. Cloud April 20 was 
run over the distance of the Prix de Diane, 
and it drew a field of 13. The winner, 
Piriere (*Menetrier—Pirogue, by Eble). 
had won a nursery handicap in the last of 
her 7 starts at 2 and had placed in her 2 
starts this year. The one-mile Prix Chloe 
at Le Tremblay April 27, a trial for the 
Poule d’Essai des Pouliches, fell to Ama- 
belle (Goyama—Fast Beauty, by Fastnet). 
unraced at 2 and winner of her first start 
this year, at Le Tremblay on March 20. 

The Prix Daphnis, a corresponding race 
for colts, was on the same program as the 
Prix Chloe. The fifth-ranked colt in the 
French Free Handicap, Mourne (Vieux 
Manoir—Ballynash, by *Nasrullah) , mak- 
ing his first start this year, won it with
